| YOU are a cotton farmer, it will 
be well to recognize the increased 
need for a sound, well-planned insect 
control program in order to realize 
the maximum income from reduced 
plantings this year. This fact was 
given special emphasis at the seventh 
annual Beltwide Insect Control Con- 
ference held at Memphis, Tenn. 

Insect control was pointed up as 
an integral part of cotton production 
and must be flexible enough to meet 
the demands of mechanization and 
lower production costs. C. A. Vines, 
of the University of Arkansas Exten 
sion ‘Service, emphasized that sound 
insect control is essential to preserve 
early maturing qualities developed by 
cotton breeders. W. D. Farrar, of 
Clemson College of Agriculture, said, 
“Without insect control, losses of 10 
to 70 percent of the cotton crop are 
certain.” 


Cultural Practices Will Help 

“Chemicals alone will not at pres- 
ent give adequate control of the pink 
bollworm,” commented J. C. Gaines 
of Texas A&M College. He insists 
that you must still depend to a large 
extent on cultural control practices 
One of these practices is early plant- 
ing, which makes it possible to de- 
stcoy the cotton stalks early, thus re- 
ducing the number of overwintering 
worms. Stalk shredders are now avail- 
able that will kill as high as 70 per- 
cent of the worms. 


Distribution Problem 


It was pointed out by W. W. Allen 
vice president of the National Agri- 
cultural Chemicals Association, that 
we do not have a shortage today of 
pest control chemicals, but we do 
have the problem of efficient distri- 
bution. It still is necessary for deal- 
ers and you to obtain at least a part 
of your required supply early to avoid 
serious distribution problems if a 
heavy infestation occurs. 

Referring to new products to con- 
trol cotton and other plant pests, Mr. 
Allen emphasized that resistance of 
some pests to chemicals is now under 
close study. This problem, he related, 
demands much research.

What Washington Thinks... 


|" TAKES more than fear of the 
farm vote in the fall elections to 
explain the refusal of Congress to work 
out a compromise between the Presi- 
dent’s flexible price support proposal 
and fixed 90 percent of parity supports. 

The Farm Bloc deeply disbelieves in 
any lowering of price supports. That 
goes for any year, whether elections 
are coming or not. 

The only compromise in sight is be- 
tween extension of high supports for 
“basic” crops for one year, or per- 
manently as proposed by Senator El- 
lender of Louisiana and some other 
Southerners. 

There's something to be said for an 
Administration that has the courage of 
its convictions. Win or lose, it has 
mapped out the farm price policy it 
thinks best for farmers and the nation 
in the long run. It has quit mulling 
the problem over and has come up 
with a conclusion. 

To judge it fairly, President Eisen- 
hower’s farm program needs to be 
viewed as one part of his entire na- 
tional program, and not alone. 

He has offered a middle-of-the-road 
national program in an effort to unite 
a nation more bitterly divided on a 
half dozen issues than at any time 
since the War Between the States. 
He's striving for national unity at a 
time of dire national peril in the 
atomic age. His farm program is mid- 
die-of-the-road, and part and parcel 
of his entire policy. 

This isn’t to say that it’s disloyal 
to disagree with the President on farm 
or any other policy. But it’s just as im- 
portant to recognize his devotion to 
the public welfare as it is to under- 
stand what makes the Farm Block tick. 

The House Agriculture Committee 
was impressed in hearings all over the 
country that farmers are afraid to give 
up high price supports for some new 
and untried system. 

Ever since 1948 the country has be- 
come increasingly split into two war- 
ring camps: Those who believe in high 
price supports, and those who believe 
in lower, flexible price supports. The 


fight has gone so far that there seems 
It seems 


to be no middle ground now. 


plain to many that a new approach 
to price supports is needed. 

Farm state Republicans in Congress 
are sick at heart over the situation 
Above all, they wanted something new, 
something distinctively Republican 
which they could call their own, and 
campaign on. Many of them now 
say openly that they're going to have 
to repudiate the Administration price 
support plan to get re-elected. 

The stock piling of farm surpluses 
is the one part of Ike’s farm plan that 
Congress may approve. There's no par- 
ticular Farm Bloc opposition to it 
Neither is there much enthusiasm for 
it. Many members say it may help 
prices a little, but think it’s no real 
solution for surpluses. 

It's proposed to set aside emergency 
reserves of several surplus commodi- 
ties, to be sold abroad or given away 
in a manner which would not depress 
U. S. prices. The idea is to insulate 
them from markets until they can be 
worked off, in order to give the flexi- 
ble price support system a chance to 
work in 1955 without surpluses drag- 
ging support levels way down. 

Preliminary, unofficial USDA esti- 
mates indicate that the Administra- 
tion's flexible price support plan would 
result in 1955 crop price supports 
about the same as now for cotton, to- 
bacco, rice, and peanuts. Support for 
1955 crop corn would be about 85 
percent of parity. 

The talk is of stockpiling 4 to 442 
million bales of cotton, and 500 to 
600 million bushels of wheat. Corn 
would be left out because of fear of 
feed shortages. Secretary Benson was 
hazy in reply to questions about stock- 
piling cottonseed oil. 

It appears that the Administration 
is going to be forced to back down on 
most of its policy of a gradual shift 
of public power projects to private 
ownership. REA co-ops seem to be 
winning on this issue. 

President Eisenhower has strongly 
endorsed upstream dam development 
started by SCS last year as authorized 
by Congress. He's favorable toward a 
bill by Rep. Hope (R.-Kan.) which 
provides for a big, longtime program

is fair (somewhere near price sup- 
ports) for the South’s big staple crops | 
of cotton, tobacco, wheat, rice, and 
peanuts. It's not so good for soybeans 
if the crop is as large as expected. 
The price support has been lowered, | 
and most beans will be sold during or 
shortly after harvest. The outlook for 
Southern potato prices is not good— 
May-June marketings will be large and 
prices may be at distress levels. 

The cattle price prospect is good. 
Smaller-than-expected pig crops indi- 
cate high prices for hogs throughout 
1954. The dairy and poultry price 
outlook is fair compared to last year. 

If Congress goes in for stock-piling 
cotton, wheat, and other strategic 
farm products for emergency, as pro- 
posed by the President, prices of these 
would be helped some by next fall. 

The Administration program of mer- 
chandising farm surpluses abroad is 
not expected to increase exports much 
right off, though it should help. Offi- 
cials view it as a long-time program 
that should gradually open up bigger 
markets for cotton, wheat, soybeans, 
tobacco, fats and oils, and citrus fruits.

(ome of you living at higher alti- 
b} tudes in the Appalachian Mountain 
region are thinking of maple syrup 
time. Now probably very few of us 
will tap our sugar maple trees and 
start a fire under evaporator or kettles. 
But a lot of us would like to take to 
the sugar grove, bush or orchard 
(whichever name is used) and get the 
sap to dripping into buckets. In my 
maple syrup making days it meant a 
trip from the valley farm to the grass 
farm on the mountain side. It meant 
a lot of hard work, but it was an ex- 
cursion into something that was very 
different from regular farming. We 
were at least a mile from a human 
habitation. The winter fed mountain 
streams came roaring down their chan- 
nels. Bluebirds, sensing the call of 
spring like the sap of the trees, were 
back with us with their cheery call. 

By the time the shallow holes were 
bored in the trees, the spoils or spouts 
inserted and buckets set up, the first 
trees tapped might have their buckets 
full. So the sap had to be gathered 
and hauled to the sugar house where it 
was stored in large containers. Then 
the fire was started. It required a lot 
of boiling, because it took from 30 to 
50 gullons of sap to make a gallon of 
syrup. As the boiling progressed the 
steam took on the sweet fragrance of 
syrup that made the whole sugar house 
smell good. Two to three quarts of 
syrup per tree for a season was about 
what we expected. 


Birds and My good neighbor offered 
Cats me a very attractive Mal- 

tese cat. It is the kind that 
follows you around the barn. When 
you lean against the fence it climbs 
up on the fence so that it can rub its 
soft fur against your shoulder. And 
if you let it come into the house it 
will curl up or stretch out so com- 
fortably before the open fire. It would 
make a good companion. But just un- 
der our breakfast room window each 
day birds come for water and food. A 
cat at my house would break that up, 
and very likely would stalk and catch 
some of our birds. So we turned down 
the offer of the cat.

They do destroy lots of 
rats and mice. Lately in a 20-mile 
drive at night we saw five cats out 
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along the roadside. It was winter time, 
so these cats were mainly hunting for 
field mice. When I was at the Middle 


Tennessee Experiment Station we 
pretty well controlled rats and mice 
by having “barn” cats. These cats were 
raised there from kittens. At first they 
were well fed, but as they became 
large enough to hunt, their ration was 
cut down until finally they were fed 
very little, if anything.

S RECENTLY as five years ago, farmers in the South 
west considered 50 pounds each of available phosphate 
and nitrogen to be heavy applications for irrigated 
pastures. But today growers in many areas use 200 pounds 
each and consider it economical to do so. 

Increased pasture fertilization bears out the often-told 
story of the cows which crossed a thick grass meadow to 
graze a fertilized plot of the same plants. Pasture men say 
the answer lies in the lush growth produced by balanced 
plant food, 

“Better grazing can be had from fertilized pastures,” de- 
clares Gordon Hoff, New Mexico Extension Service agrono- 
mist. “The liberal use of fertilizer on poor soil means the 
difference between a profitable pasture and a failure. On 
better soils it may mean an extra 500 pounds of beef an acre.” 

Fewer problems arise in pasture fertilization when no 
legumes are used in a mixture. A grass pasture can take 30 
pound applications of nitrogen in the fall when the pasture 
is renovated, if moisture conditions permit, or in spring and 
summer to stimulate production. Monthly applications may 
be needed to maintain good growth. But on quick-gain 


pastures of grasses and legumes, poor judgment in the use 
of fertilizer will permit one species to crowd out the other 
and invite dangerous bloat problems. It takes a well-planned 
fertilizer program to keep grasses and legumes in balance 

The effects of fertilizing irrigated grass-legume pastures 
are illustrated in tests made by New Mexico Extension 
Service. A mixture of Ladino clover, alta fescue, and

perennial ryegrass was fertilized in the spring. Stands of the 
grass and clover were about the same when the study was 
started, but varied widely at the end of the second year 

Plots which received nitrogen alone maintained the bal 
ance necessary for maximum bloat control, but the balance 
was attained at a great sacrifice in total yields. The half 
clover-half grass pastures produced up to 8.5 tons of forage 
in two years, about half the yields derived from a combina 
tion of nitrogen and phosphate 

Plots which received only phosphate were mostly clover 
the second season: 83 percent clover from a 50 pound rate 
in spring; 92 percent from 100 pounds (50 pounds each in 
spring and summer); and 93.4 percent from 150 pounds 
(SO pounds each in spring, summer, and fall). 


PPLIED in equal amounts in spring and summer, a com 

bination of the two fertilizers gave best all-round results 
especially in areas where bloat is not a major problem. Pro 
duction totaled 14.6 tons of air-dry forage in two years 
This contained 21 percent grass, enough to offset the protein 
rich legumes. An additional 50 pounds of each mineral, 
applied in the fall, produced 16 tons of forage in two years 
with a clover content of 88 percent. This is too high where 
bloat difficulty is common 

New Mexico farmers who use quick-gain grass and 
legume mixtures have learned how to reduce bloat losses 
and, therefore, survive the high clover ratios. They say

EN years ago Grady Futch of Coffee County, Ga., was 
a typical row-crop farmer on crawfish land of the 

Coastal region. He grew bright leaf tobacco and corn 

as main crops. Dipping resin from his pine trees, selling 
lightwood stumps to a processing plant, and grazing steers 
on native woods pasture were among his sidelines. He also 
operated a small dairy, ham-strung by insufficient equip- 
ment and a limited market for whole milk, 

Today this same farmer has six improved permanent pas- 
tures totaling 60 acres. He has a herd of 125 Aberdeen- 
Angus-—some purebreds, but mostly grades. And for the 
past five years he has averaged producing over 500 pounds 
of beef per acre. 

The way he made this change is no new story, but it’s 
‘pocketbook” proof of how more good beef units can be built 
on small farms (Futch has 200 acres). Here is a cattleman 
who won't be squeezed by price fluctuation. 

Soil Testing First—The pasture improvement project was 
started by soil tests which disclosed a farm low in fertility and 
lacking in organic matter, Following advice from County 
Agent J. D. Humphries, Futch applied fertilizer to match 
soil requirements. He added even more nitrogen than tests 
indicated a need for. Humphries said the extra nitrogen 
stepped up growth and vigor, especially in white clover 
plantings. 

His first 24-acre pasture of White Dutch and Ladino 
clovers with Kobe lespedeza and Dallis grass was a slow 
starter; clovers in particular were unthrifty. Futch credits 
the weak start to poor inoculation of seed and low organic 
content of the soil. Second and succeeding years produced 


Here’s how a small farm can become a successful beef unit 
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good stands, but for a while Futch continued to use native 
woods pasture to help out. His new permanent pastures just 
didn't have the carrying capacity his herd needed. 

Doubled Dollars—\t was while using both kinds of pasture 
that the farmer learned the dollars and cents value of im- 
provement. While calves from cows grazing on improved 
pastures averaged S00 pounds per acre and sold for $15 
per hundredweight, calves from the woods’ pasture averaged 
300 pounds and fetched only $7.50. 

Clovers and grasses brought him twice the sale price on 
nearly double gains. And his calf crop on improved pasture 
runs almost consistently 100 percent. 

He was a happy man when the organic and mineral con- 
tents of his pastures reached higher levels to give better 
growth—and when he had the improved acreage he needed 
for his fast-grown herd. Nowdays the black cows graze most 
of the year, with supplements of peanut hay and cottonseed 
meal during weakest grazing periods. In recent years, Futch 
has also grazed some 60 head of hogs on these acres for 
about six months. 

Grady Futch admits that better pastures come high—in 
his case $40 per acre to establish and $12 per acre annually 
to maintain. But as he goes to market with 60 to 70 fine 
calves a year, he knows his investment is yielding good 
dividends. 

Some of Grady’s friends and neighbors said it was folly to 
try growing succulent grasses and clover on such poor land. 
Now they bring bankers, fertilizer manufacturers, county 
agents, teachers, students, youth clubs, and other groups to 
visit his model small farm. 
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Harmon County, Okla., farmers reap big 


OLA C, HOPKINS 


F YOU'VE tossed and turned through mid- 
night hours because fields on your farm were 
parched for want of rain, you'll want to know 
how farmers of Harmon County, Okla., used 
shallow-well irrigation so they could sleep at 
night. 

It all started when Charles Curry drilled the 
first irrigation well in 1947 and put it to work 
watering a truck patch. Since that time Curry 
and his neighbors have used shallow-well systems 
for Irish potatoes, alfalfa, grain sorghums, pas- 
tures, and cotton. They have 200 wells which 
irrigate 10,000 acres, and it’s claimed that most 
of the county's cotton harvest in "52 came from 
irrigated fields. 

The cost of an average irrigation setup in the 
county ranges from $4,000 to $6,000. Few 
farmers installed their irrigation systems for less, 
while others spent as much as $10,000. These 
expenses include drilling, casing, pumps, pipes, 
and land preparation. Land preparation is the 
major item of expense. Charles McKinley re- 
ported a cost of $100 an acre for land-leveling 
on his 66 acres of alfalfa, yet he is sold on irri- 
gation as a safety in crop yields

Irrigation served as a clincher for Carter 
Spradlin, near Gould, when he produced |'2 
bales of cotton per acre on 85 acres in 1952 
The same year Raymond Keith made a similar 
record on his 85 acres of cotton under irrigation 
while many other farmers made only one bale 
to 15 acres on non irrigated land. Spradlin's in 
vestment in his irrigation system was $4,036 
divided as follows; Drilling, $175; casing, $36 
second-hand pump, $1,675; butane equipment, 
$300; second-hand tubes, $100; canvas pipe 
$900; land leveling (with Spradlin doing most 
of the work), $350; and additional land leveling 
under contract, $300. 

The Ward brothers, Neal and Carl, got into 
irrigation in a big way when they sold their 
bakery business. They produced 143 bales of 
cotton on 100 acres of land in 1951. They cut 
their cotton acreage in 1952 to 75 acres, but 
their gross income from cotton was almost as 
much as the previous year, They also got five 
cuttings of alfalfa and grazed 75 head of cattle 
on 20 acres of Blue Panicum and 40

Control of Mesquite 
With 2, 4, 5-T

Thorny sprouting mesquite not only 
slows down cowboys on the range but 
it also robs ranchers of meat and wool 
by taking water away from the grass 

This loss annually amounts to 33 
pounds less gain per steer or approxi 

mately $1 per acre loss during the 
summer months, according to grazing 
trials at Spur from 1945 to 1953. In 
1949, after many tests of chemicals 
and mechanical me thods, extensive 
aerial application of 2,4,5-T seemed to 
promise lowered cost of controlling 
mesquite. A year later, results looked 
good enough to ranchmen to treat ap- 

proximately 2,000,000 acres during the 
next three seasons. Cooperative ranch 
tests at 28 locations in south and west 
Texas indicated that 4% pound acid of 


low volatile ester of 2,4,5-T in 1 gallon 
of diesel fuel and 3 gallons of water 
per acre applied by airplane spraying 
equipment gave an average top kill of 
98% of trees and brush and killed 34 

of mesquite trees —roots, tops and all 
Excellent control of weeds was also 
obtained, while the growth of grass 
appeared to be stimulated.

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More Pigs... 


... Tf you take care 


of your sows 


Br: litters of thrifty pigs are the 
most profitable. In fact you can't 
afford to stay in the hog business if 
you don’t raise more than five pigs 
per litter from year to year. Even an 
average of six pigs is not good. Seven 
is an improvement but many raisers 
set the mark at eight to nine. By having 
good milking sows and by using good 
methods all the way, 10 pigs can be 
the average. 

A lot of things enter into the pro- 
duction of large and thrifty litters but 
no single thing is quite so important 
as having the sows in proper condi- 
tion at breeding time. Of course, after 
the sow is bred the need for good 
care continues through farrowing, and 
on through weaning 

Don't breed your sow just because 
her pigs are weaned and she is in 
heat. By all means she should be in 
good flesh (this should be produced 
with well-balanced feed, containing 
plenty of protein and minerals). Prob- 
ably nothing surpasses good pasture 
as a part of her feed 

Give each sow individuai consid- 
eration, though they generally can be 
grouped. Thin sows need to be sep- 
arated from those in good flesn. If 
some of your sows are too fat for 
best results, put them in a third group 
Give the thin sows more well-balanced 
feed. Hold the ones in good condi- 
tion as they are—the fat sows can 
stand some reducing. A lot of pasture 
or bulky feeds like legume hay (long 
or ground) and ground oats, with 
minerals, kept before them will get 
them in better condition for breeding. 

When breeding time comes, hand 
breed or turn your sows to the boar 
in small groups to keep from working 
him too hard. But don't turn them 
to the boar until they are in good 
condition.

(tive Seedling Cotton a “Break” 


By C. B. SPENCER 


It pays to prevent damage to seedling cotton from crusting, 


RUSTING caused by early spring 

rains keeps out sunlight and air, 

delays maturity, chokes the plants, 
and lowers ground temperature. When 
the crust around the plants is broken 
up completely, sun and air have a 
better opportunity to help prevent seed- 
ling diseases than is possible when soil 
is thrown on top of the crust in the 
drill. 

Weeds and grass sap moisture and 
cause the hoe bill to be excessive. In- 
sects, such as the thrips and aphids, 
usually attack young cotton plants 
soon after they emerge, stunting the 
plants and oftentimes thinning the 
stand. During recent years, in addi- 
tion to the cultivator, farmers have 
added rotary weeders and spray at- 
tachments in an effort to increase 
yields and lower production costs. 

The first order of business on the 
farm—after cotton plants are up to 
a stand and the soil dries—is to get in 
and give the cotton crop a thorough 
cultivation. The regular cultivators 
plow everything but the drill. Suc- 
cessful farmers pride themselves on 
their ability to plow cotton in such a 
way as to keep down the hoeing bill. 
With the development of the rotary 
weeder, the average farmer can do a 
faster and more thorough job of cul- 
tivating than the best of the old timers. 

When the ground is in the right con- 
dition (crusted and dry underneath) 
for the plows to scour, set the rotary 
weeder just deep enough to break the 
crust and it will do a remarkable job. 
Driven at four to six miles per hour 
in third or fourth gear, the weeder 


weeds, grass, and insects 


pulverizes the crust around the seed- 
ling plants without injuring them and 
destroys a multitude of weeds and 
grass. This is about twice the speed 
ordinarily used when plowing seedling 
cotton. The weeder serves as a fender 
and thus prevents the small plants 
from being covered up. Farmers have 
found that a uniform, 40-inch row 
width is required for using the rotary 
weeder successfully. Research has 
also shown that the weeder, when prop- 
erly set and operated on reasonably 
clean land, will eliminate 50 percent 
of the hoe bill. However, this does not 
include deep-rooted plants such as 
Johnson grass and cockleburs. 

An early uniform stand of vigorous 
plants is an essential for successful 
mechanical harvesting and for insect 
control. The first application of the 
early season insect control program 
can often be more profitably applied 
during the first cultivation. Early sea- 
son control insures early fruiting and 
earlier maturity in all areas where 
thrips, aphids, fleahoppers, or boll wee- 
vils, alone or in combination, cause 
damage every year. Generally, two to 
four applications made at approximate- 
ly seven-day intervals give effective 
control. 

These early practices should be 
made a part of the regular farming 
operation and every effort should be 
made to increase efficiency and lower 
costs. The combination described 
above allows the farmer to cut down 
on losses from weeds, grass, disease, 
and insects at little additional expense 
for fuel, materials, and labor.

Not because 
of anything done to make these fuels 
safe, but because they weren't really 
as dangerous as we thought they were 
in the first place. Butane and propane 
are pumped into your tank under 
high pressure to make them liquids.

The gases will not ex 
plode unless the amount of air falls 
roughly between three and nine per- 
cent. 

The following are ground rules for 
safety with butane or propane: 

1. Use copper connections. Rub- 
ber will eventually become soft and

2. Let a licensed butane-propane 
dealer fill your tank. He will see that 
it is never filled to more than 85 per- 
cent capacity (insures liquid form) 

3. Never disconnect your tank 
without shutting off the flow at the 
valve. 

4. Be sure your tank is firmly an- 
chored. 

5. Never check for leaks with 
MATCHES. Use soapy water and 
watch for bubbles 

6. If in doubt, call a licensed deal- 
er immediately and let him make a 
thorough investigation

Hogging down corn under fence.

T° SELL 100 top hogs a year from 
15 acres of feed you've got to 
have a system where the land pro- 
duces well and you make every pound 
of feed do its work. Gene Davis of 
Jesup, Ga., does just that. And he 
figures he gets $2.50 to $3.50 per 
bushel for the corn his hogs market. 

These practices make his plan a suc- 
cess: 

Growing good corn by using recom- 
mended varieties, thick spacing, heavy 
fertilization and a minimum of shal- 
low cultivations. 

Control hogging of corn by cross- 
fencing, supplemented by proteins and 
minerais plus small grains for grazing. 

Early marketing. He finishes his 
hogs to sell in the early fall, before 
midwest market rushes cause prices 
to drop. 

He plants 10 acres of corn each 
spring—five acres to an early variety, 
McCurdy’s 95, and five to a midsea- 
son variety, NC-27. For the past two 
years he has had a 76-bushel per acre 
average yield despite drouths. The 
other five acres in the hog feed unit 
are planted in oats or other small 
grains. 

Davis buys small feeder pigs in the 
late winter, running them on crimson 
clover “plus a few ears of corn” for 
awhile before turning them to his 
five acres of oats. They stay on the 
oats until early corn is ready for hog- 
ging. The corn is cross-fenced so that 
each unit is cleaned up in about 10 
days. From the early corn they go to 
the mid season corn, which is hogged 
off in the same manner. Along with 
corn grazing, the hogs get protein and 
mineral supplements in self-feeders, 
and by late August to mid-September 
they are ready for market.—A. B. 
Bryan.

many Southwest- 
erners, who ‘may find 
wells unsatisfactory for 
a household water supply, the farm 
pond can be a solution to water prob- 
lems. Efficient methods of converting 
pond water to pure, clear drinking wa- 
ter have been proved economical and 
adequate to meet all health require- 
ments. 

If the farm buildings are located so 
that an earthen “tank” can be suitably 
constructed near the residence, a good 
source of drinking water is ready to 
be tapped. With an adequate water- 
shed, which may be from only three 
acres needed in eastern Texas and Ok- 
lahoma, to more than 50 acres needed 
in the western counties, the pond can 
assure ample water for all domestic 
needs. 

A new bulletin of the Oklahoma Ag- 
ricultural Experiment Station, No. 
B-408, tells how to treat the farm pond 
water. Elmer Daniel, agricultural en- 
gineer and author of the bulletin, sug- 
gests three possible methods: (1) the 
unit water-treating plant (shown in dia- 
gram below); (2) the small pond as a 
settling basin next to the water source; 
and (3) a cistern at the edge of the 
pond to collect filtered water. 

All three methods have been proved 
workable with water not extremely 
muddy. Flocculation, which causes 


Oklahoma engineers develop a substitute for wells

the tiny particles of foreign matter in 
the raw water to come together and 
settle to the bottom, is usually the first 
step in clarifying the water. When the 
water is unusually clear, this is not 
necessary. The water then must be 
filtered, through such material as a 
layer of sand, to remove remaining 
particles. The cleared water which 
passes through the filter usually is then 
chlorinated. This step, a requirement 
for plants serving a grade A dairy, 
destroys harmful bacteria which may 
pass through the filter. 

The diagram below represents a 
unit system located on lower ground 
than the pond. A supplemental pump 
would be necessary where gravity flow 
is impossible. 

The chemical feeder, shown at left 
in the diagram, may be purchased. It 
is essential to the coagulation process 
if the water is muddy. 

Basins for settling, filtering, and 
water storage are planned of poured 
concrete in this diagram. Builder's 
sand is used for the filter. The cistern 
must be closed against entry of out- 
side material. 

Names of manufacturers of the 
chlorine feeder can be supplied by 
the Oklahoma Station. The feeder is 
required by many health regulations. 
The pump and pressure tank are of 
the kind sold by farm supply dealers.

perennial ryegrass. Their well pro- 
duces 1,750 gallons of water per min- 
ute. Their first cutting of spring-sown 
1952 seeding of alfalfa, when they cut 
in early May, made 55 bales per acre 

In 1953 they produced an average of 
4,500 pounds of Redlan Kaffir per acre 
from an l-acre field, or a production 
valued at $1,000. However, since the 
Wards used registered certified seed 
and the plot was inspected by officials 
of the Oklahoma Crop Association, 
they decided to store the seed for 
seeding purposes, which will add con- 
siderably to its value. 

Alvin Kite, who keeps a record of 
farm expenses, states that it takes 
about six inches of water per season 
to produce from | to 1% bales of 
cotton per acre on land that probably 
would not produce more than one- 
half bale if not irrigated. He further 
observed that it costs about 50 cents 
per acre for each inch of water spread, 
or a total of $3 an acre for six inches 
of water for a season. He is so sold on 
the program that he dug an additional 
well so he could water his entire 1 20- 
acre farm. Besides producing 1'2 
bales per acre on his 60-acre cotton 
field in 1951, he produced 742 tons 
hegari per acre on a 20-acre field, 
chalking up a cash income of $230 
per acre. 

Potato crops made their first appear- 
ance in the county in the spring of 
1953 when Roy Sanford of Altus and 
other irrigation farmers produced 
about 42,500 sacks of potatoes on 277 
acres. Sanford’s crop was planted the 
last week of February after land prep- 
aration, fertilization, and seeding had 
mounted to a cost of $150 per acre. 
His yield ranged from 150 to 250 
sacks per acre. The potatoes were 
planted on an irrigation plot which 
had made a bale and a half of cotton 
per acre the previous year. 

Some of the irrigation wells stand 
in water only a short distance from 
ground level. For example, H. R. 
Bartlett, of the Halsmith community, 
pumps an 8-inch stream from a 48- 
root well that stands in water only 23 
feet from ground level. But this is 
not true of all wells. Bill King drilled 
four test wells on his farm before strik- 
ing water. Other farmers had similar 
experiences. 

Regardless of the few disappoint- 
ments in drilling wells for irrigation 
purposes, shallow-well irrigation seems 
to be permanently established. In- 
vestments made thus far by Harmon 
County farmers have paid big divi- 
dends on actual cash expenditures for 
labor and equipment

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For some Oklahoma farmers, blackberries are... 


By BOB 


[exe's no fame or fortune con- 
nected with the blackberry busi- 
ness in the McLoud area of Pottawat- 
tomie County, Okla. But blackberry 
production in that section is a profit- 
able sideline from which about 75 
farmers receive an annual income of 
more than $60,000 from a total of 
550 acres of berries. 

Most producers have from one to 
five acres in berries. these 
small fields a good supplemental in- 
come is realized, since growers re- 
ceive an average near $7 per crate. 
Some net incomes have been more 
than $500 per acre 

The Lawton blackberry, standard 
variety for the McLoud section, has 
proved to be a good producer with 
proper care. The fruit is resistant to 
late spring frosts, wind damage, and 
the hot sun. Plant rows are usually 
spaced from 6 to 10 feet apart to 
allow for easy picking and the culti- 
vating, pruning, and weeding essen- 
tial to a good crop. 

Walter Beckham, the county agent, 
emphasizes the importance of prun- 
ing the previous season's canes during 
the winter and again after harvest 
This practice forces continued fruit- 
ing and permits pickers to reach the 
thorny bushes easily. He also encour- 
ages removal of old canes, and the 
use of dormant sprays, to coatrol an-

thracnose, the only blackberry dis- 
ease of any consequence in the area 

The usual production is about 25 
crates of berries per acre during an 
average season, according to I. W. 
Wallis, president and sales manager 
of the McLoud Blackberry Growers 
Association 

As successive crops of berries ripen 
during the season, they are harvested 
and crated in the fields. Crates are 
collected at the marketing associa- 
tion's warehouse, where they are sold 
after inspection for ripeness and 
quality 

The marketing association, formed 
im 1943, is a chief factor in profit- 
able berry production It assures 
growers a ready market for their prod- 
uct, at good prices. Wallis declares, 
“The association creates competition 
among the buyers, instead of among 
the growers, which makes it possible 
for growers to receive uniformly 
higher prices.” 

Berry producers still recall the 
weary days spent before the marketing 
association was organized, trying to 
peddle their product in nearby towns 
and cities. As berries flooded the 
market, prices often were forced ruin- 
ously low. It's different now The 
marketing association has accom- 
plished big things for such a small 
group.

WAR on Bluetongue Disease 


Research in Texas may bring cure for soremuzzle of sheep 


ITH technical assistance com- 
ing all the way from Africa, 
Texas is waging a bitter fight 
against bluetongue disease in sheep. 

The old soremuzzle disease, known 
in Texas for many years, has recently 
been proved to be the same disease 
as African bluetongue. So, with ad 
vice from Dr. A. A. Alexander, di- 
rector of veterinary services in the 
Union of South Africa, andthe 
world’s foremost authority on the dis- 
ease, the Sonora Experiment Station 
has set up a virus laboratory to isolate 
the three or more strains known to 
exist in Texas. 

The laboratory was installed at a 
cost of between $1,500 and $2,000, 
and also will be used to study other 
virus diseases affecting sheep, goats, 
and cattle. In order to do this, the 
long-established sheep and goat station 
has had to branch out into a new 
field—that of raising chickens. 

Virus research centers around eggs 

a particular kind of egg—so the sta- 
tion has a starting flock of 25 White 
Leghorn hens. 

The low cost of the laboratory was 
possible because little complicated 
equipment was necessary. The princi- 
pal items are an incubator and a quick 
freezer 

Investigation of virus diseases is

considerably different from that of 
other diseases. In the first place re- 
searchers actually never see a virus. 
They have to use other means of de- 
termining whether or not it is present 
fo do this, they collect material from 
sick animals, then treat the materials 
with antibiotics. Afterward, the ma- 
terial is injected into incubator chick 
embryos. Later the same material is 
“harvested” from the embryos and 
inoculated into healthy animals. If the 
animals are given the disease thereby, 
the virus is known to have been iso- 
lated and reproduced 

In charge of the laboratory experi- 
ments at Sonora will be Dr. W. 7 
Hardy, station superintendent, and 
Dr. D. A. Price, station veterinarian. 

The first and main goal of the 
Sonora laboratory will be to perfect a 
vaccine for Texas strains of blue- 
tongue. The station will not go into 
market production of vaccines, but 
will leave that to commercial firms 

Bluetongue is carried by gnats, oc- 
curs through the summer and ends 
after the first hard treeze, and occa 
sionally causes up to 70 percent mor- 
tality in African flocks 

So far, the mortality rate in Texas 
has been low. Most deaths have oc- 
curred from secondary effects, such 
as screwworms

AISING good herd replacements can mean the success 
or failure of your dairy operations. If you are like most 
dairymen you can expect to replace about one out of every 
five cows in your herd each year. Where you get these re- 
placements and what they cost can be an expensive part 
of your operations. 

Time, labor, and expense are involved in raising replace- 
ment heifers, but these costs are frequently less than the pur- 
chase price of similar animals—if and when you can find 
them. Raising your own calves also reduces the hazard of 
bringing disease onto your farm. 

How many calves should you raise each year? R. G. 
Connelly, VPI Extension dairyman, recommends that you 
raise one-third as many calves as you have cows in the 
milking herd. From this number select the best animals 
for the future herd. (This step is often overlooked.) 

Calf Selection—The best possible management won't 
make a good milker out of a sorry calf, so your time will be 
well spent in selecting calves most likely to develop into 
quality cows. Raise calves from the best cow families, but 
be sure each calf’s sire is either a good proven sire or a 
promising son of a proved sire and out of a dam from a 
good cow family. 

Start Them Right—Be sure your calves get their dams’ 
colostrum (first milk) during the first four to seven days.

(You might find it profitable to freeze excess colostrum for 
later feeding, but don't feed it or any milk cold. This may 
result in scours.) After first several days place each calf 
in a clean, dry, individual pen. A metal screen mat or 
1"x2” wooden strips are suitable for flooring the pen which 
should be about 10 inches above barn floor or ground to 
allow for drainage. Straw will provide clean dry bedding 
because urine will drain through the flooring 

Feeding Practices—Too much milk is as bad as too little 
Adopt a precise feeding schedule. Extension Dairyman Con 
nelly recommends milk feeding at the rate of one pound 
milk daily for each 10 pounds of the calf's weight. Use only 
clean, fresh milk in a clean nipple bucket and feed milk at 
90° to 100° F. Twice-a-day feeding is enough for strong 
calves, Weak calves should receive an additional daily feeding 

Start calves on dry milk substitute feed and good quality 
hay at an early age. Fine stemmed leafy legume hay is best 
At six months of age the calves should be ready for pasture 
Supplement pasture with one pound of grain concentrate per 
100 pounds of body weight. Good quality legume hay, fed 
as an additional supplement to the pasture is a good insur 
ance measure. 

Keep Them Healthy—Sanitation and common sense ar 
your best health measures but these won't do the whole job

Now It's Blue Bulfel 


By BILL NOBLE 


Pe introduction of a new buffel 
grass “bonanza,” which boasts the 
outstanding qualities of its commer- 
cially popular kinsman, T-4464, and 
a few extras of its own, is “blue 
buffel.” 

Tested by the U. S. Soil Conserva- 
tion Service Nursery at San Antonio, 
Texas, and by cooperating seed grow- 
ers, Nursery Manager James E. “Bud” 
Smith says the new buffel promises to 
out-perform the present widely planted 
commercial T-4464. 

In addition to the well-known buffel 
grass characteristics, blue buffel prom- 
ises to perform better on heavier soils 
and has the attribute of spreading not 
only by seed but also by short, up- 
turning rhizomes. Furthermore, blue 
buffel is more cold resistant, is more 
upright and easier to mow, and has 
indicated that it will produce consid- 
erably more hay. Of great significance 
to blue buffel boosters is the fact that 
it does not have the extreme seed 
dormancy found in the present com- 
mercial strain. 

Blue Buffel has “been around” as 
long as T-4464 and other strains 
checked at the nursery, but it was 
only last season that nursery staffers 
began to note its hardiness. It was 
tested under field conditions on the 
Pat Higgin’s seed farms near Suth- 
erland Springs, Texas, which were 
among the first to produce buffel grass 
seed. 
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Higgins planted 40 acres of the blue 
buffel March 22, and irrigated it twice 
after the initial sprinkling following 
planting Under management by 
Foreman Melvin Deagen, it made 
rapid growth and reached a height of 
approximately five feet by mid-July 

The day I met Deagen, his mowers 
already were jockeying into position 
to start the first cutting of the 40 acres 
of new grass. He was confident that 
the blue buffel would give him about 
a third more air-dry forage per acre 
than T-4464, that he would get from 
four to six cuttings during the grow- 
ing season and would average |2 tons 
per acre per year. That afternoon his 
machines got 6,720 pounds of air-dry 
forage per acre. Another mowing was 
made early in September. “Cutting 
every 45 to 60 days is about right,” 
Deagen says. 

One of the major reasons for this 
higher yield is blue buffel’s distinctly 
upright growth. It cuts 50 percent 
better and cleaner than T-4464 

“Bud” Smith has given blue buflel 
the accession number T-3782. He 
believes blue buffel is just as palatable 
as T-4464. A perennial like its kins- 
man, it has the fibrous root system 
characteristics of buffel grass and is 
excellent for holding the soil. Being 
drouth-resistant, it has exhibited the 
same quick “comeback” qualities ex- 
hibited by T-4464. 

With seed now available for spring 
planting, blue buffel should find a 
ready following from those who have 
had success with T-4464 and from 
those who need a strain for tight soils. 
Planting dates generally follow those 
for cotton, though it can be planted 
as late as September 15.

that a full cow won't bloat. There- 
tore, dry roughage (cottonseed hulls or 
hay) is fed before the animals are 
placed on the pasture or is kept free- 
choice near the grazing plot. Some 
producers mow a strip through the 
pasture, letting the forage dry in the 
field for use by cattle as needed 

Local conditions make general rec- 
ommendations difficult in pasture fer- 
tilization. It would’ be best to confer 
with your county agent about choice 
of species. Use a soil test to determine 
fertilizer needs, and plan a fertiliza- 
tion program which will insure ade- 
quate quantities of each species used. 

A properly fertilized pasture will 
provide grazing two weeks earlier in 
spring and two weeks later in the fall, 
with the added benefit of high produc- 
tion throughout the summer.

The 
human element can't be overlooked. 
If you employ your best cowside man- 
ner, your dairy herd will respond 
with more milk. 

Many dairymen, even after chang- 
ing to expensive milking equipment 
and barn layouts and good feeding 
schedules, have seen their herd’s out- 
put sag rather than increase. They 
fuiled to recognize that cows are not 
robots. Without good cowside man- 
ners, they had only half of the proj- 
ect completed. 

These creatures are temperamental, 
sometimes to the point of owner ex- 
asperation. If mishandled, they be- 
come suspicious. They can withhold 
milk from the pail as readily as the 
government can withhold tax from a 
payroll check. Therefore, there must 
be a pleasant association between han- 
dlers and animals for best results. 

Cows must have humane treatment, 
which entails little or no extra cost. 
A serious approach in this direction 
may be the most profitable part of 
your entire program. Many an in- 
corrigible critter can be tamed or put 
at ease by careful analysis of why 
she acts that way. A follow-up pro- 
gram of rehabilitation can save many 
a cow from an early trip to the stock- 
yards as a canner. 

Statistics show that individual cow 
earnings vary from zero to over $200 
net profit per year. Naturally, there 
are many factors which govern this 
profit margin, but the wise dairyman 
will certainly think over the intangi-

ble elements such as herd behavior, 
as a means to greater utilization of 
his investment. 

A successful dairyman gave this 
advice to his son preparing to start 
his own herd: “Son, when you go to 
the barn lot, leave your other troubles 
elsewhere! Don’t take it out on Bossy. 
You may feel temporarily better by 
administering harsh treatment because 
of a swish of a burr-laden tail; or you 
may let off steam generated by your 
wife’s buying that monstrosity of a 
hat. But your cows will get even 
with you in the only way they can 
the loss of milk production. This is 
a form of revenge that you can least 
afford.” 

Good breeding and the best in 
physical equipment are absolutely es- 
sential in reaching the goal of high 
milk sales—with good handling. 

An individual system of soothing the 
cow, through spoken words or by 
merely brushing against her, may 
prove a perfect method of getting the 
cow in the right frame of mind to 
give the utmost in milk flow. Let the 
cow have the chance to smell your 
clothing, to reassure her that the man 
about to attach the milking tubes is 
her old handler, that he knows what 
he’s doing, that he is her friend. The 
correct introduction to each milking 
is all-important 

Cows are sticklers for regularity 
They like their feedings and milkings 
at the same times, day after day. A 
drastic change in established habits 
usually means a loss in production 
A safe rule to remember: whenever 
it is desirable or necessary to change 
handlers or handling methods for your 
herd, the changes should be made by 
easy stages. This will lessen the shock 
and help keep up milk production. 

And if your four-legged vitamin dy- 
namo plants a well-aimed, perfectly 
timed kick, don’t look around for 
loose timbers to get even with her. 
Get up off the floor, swallow your 
burning anger, brush the hoof marks 
off your clothing, and try to forget it.

New Approach 


lo Forestry 


| NEW approach to 4-H Club and 
FFA work in forestry has been 
developed in East Texas through a 
contest sponsored by the Texas Ag- 
ricultural Extension Service, the Ag 
ricultural Education Service and the 
Sears-Roebuck Foundation. 

First club to enter the contest was 
the Chireno 4-H Club in Nacogdoches 
County, Tex., which accepted a 10- 
acre tract of forest land donated by 
T. O, Sutton and Sons of Nacogdoches 

Improvements in the forest tract 
will cover two acres each year, mak- 
ing a five-year improvement program 
for the club. It is expected that indi- 
vidual club members working with 
the demonstration will gain a work- 
ing knowledge of basic forestry prac- 
tices, they will learn to recognize the 
importance of various woodlands as a 
source of income, and will understand 
the importance of protecting forest 
lands from wildfire. In addition to 
these practices, they will demonstrate 
to others the better practices in grow- 
ing, protecting, managing, harvesting, 
utilizing, and marketing farm products. 

Entries in the contest are made on 
a 4-H Club or FFA Chapter basis. 
No individual entries are accepted. 
Awards are made annually. 

The tract selected by the 4-H Club 
or FFA Chapter for entry in the 
awards program shall be 10 acres in 
size and suitably located along a road 
readily accessible to assure the great- 
est educational value. Pine must be 
the major timber on the tract, accord- 
ing to the contest announcement.

“i: WARE the ides of March.” This 
is the time, after months of 
cold, blustering winds, when your skin 
looks and feels tough and leathery.

Now, cover your hair 
and lather plenty of dry skin cream 
on your face and neck. When you're 
ready to step into the tub, put in a 
little cold water, then turn the hot 
water on full force. After the mixture 
of cold and hot has reached the right 
temperature—hot, but not boiling— 
get in and soak for a few minutes. 

Treat your skin to a thorough lath- 
ery sudsing while you reiax and take 
some long, deep breaths so that you'll 
really inhale the steam. It clears your 
nasal passages and removes that 
clogged-up feeling so common in the 
wintertime.

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How to deal with 


JEALOUSY 


By VIRGINIA SLOAN SWAIN 


Vicns of jealousy come when chil- 
dren aren't sure of being loved as 
much as they once were. Jealousy is 
really a feeling of fear. 

Anyone who is jealous is unhappy. 
He carries a chip on his shoulder. 
He feels slighted, left out, lonely. He 
wants attention and if he doesn’t get 
it by being good, he may try to get 
attention by being bad. 

Children have many different ways 
of showing their feeling of jealousy. 
Many of them return to baby ways. 
They may want someone to feed them, 
or dress them, or wash their face and 
hands, or they may lapse back into 
baby habits of not only wetting their 
beds, but wetting their panties during 
the day. Some children become un- 
usually stubborn, or cry easily or start 
hitting back or talking back. Some- 
times they even try to hurt the baby. 
Sometimes, they want the same thing 
the baby has—perhaps a bottle, or a 
bath in the baby’s tub, or even sleep- 
ing in the baby’s bed. 

Often we see parents shame chil- 
dren, or laugh at them, or punish 
them for signs of jealousy, but this 
only makes the child more tense and 
more jealous. There is a reason for 
his jealousy. He has some reason for 
feeling that he has lost his place be- 
cause of the baby. 

The important thing is to find why 
he feels as he does. What has been 
said or done to make him feel jeal- 
ous? Find the cause and eliminate it, 
but never shame him or laugh at him. 
If he is jealous he is already suffering 
enough without any additional hurt. 
What he needs is more love and un- 
derstanding, but never shame or ridi- 
cule. The length of time it will take 
his behavior quirks to disappear will 
be in proportion to the reassurance he 
has of his parents’ love

New and delicious broiler recipes—from appetizers to desserts 


By MARY ALEXANDER 


HE broiler of your range is more than an accessory for 
) occasional use. We know that broiling is one of the 
easiest methods of cooking. And just as important, 
broiled foods are both good to eat and good for us 
Cooking by this direct heat method gives foods a special 
flavor all their own. We are learning new ways to use this 
method of cooking as much more than a special preparation 
for expensive cuts of meat 
Don't leave your broiler pan unused for lack of a juicy 
steak. Sizzling meat patties-—juicy inside and crusty outside 
appeal to grownups as well as children. Here is a recipe for 
“hamburgers de luxe” topped with an appetizing spread 


Hamburgers de Luxe 


pounds ground veef '4 teaspoon black pepper 
1 teaspoon sait 6 hamburger buns 


Hamburger Spread 


'4 cup grated onion ', teaspoon salt 

', cup minced parsley '4 teaspoon dry mustard 
',4 cup butter or margarine '4 teaspoon black pepper 
1 teaspoon Worcestershire Sauce '4 cup crumbled cheese 


Mix together: beet, salt, and pepper. Shape into six patties 
Broil about eight minutes. Split buns and butter bottom halves 
Turn patties, placing broiled side down on buttered buns This Crunchy Cake Topping, cooked in a 
Broil on other side about five minutes. Mix the spread and broiler, is quick and easy to prepare. 
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spoon over each hamburger. Return 
to broiler until spread melts. Remove 
from broiler, place other half of bun 
on top, and serve immediately. 

Other broiling fare you will enjoy 
includes desserts. Here is one quick 
trick that means good eating. Spread 
softened butter over slices of cake and 
broil until brown. Top with ice cream 

and a sundae sauce over all, if you 
like. Even if the cake is several days 
old, it couldn't have tasted better when 
freshly baked. Speaking of cakes, do 
you have a time getting around to 
icing your cake after it is baked? Your 
broiler can give you a quickie cake 
topping in a few minutes. Here is one 
to try on your favorite cake. 


Crunchy Cake Topping 


3 tablespoons soft 2 tablespoons cream 

butter or shorten. or top milk 

ing Ve cup cereal flakes or 
Vg cup brown sugar, coconut 

firmly packed V4 cup chopped nuts 

Mix all ingredients together and 
spread over slightly cool ed cake, still 
in pan in which it was baked. Place 
about three inches under broiler until 
mixture bubbles and browns. This 
will take about five minutes; watch 
carefully so that it doesn’t burn. I 
especially like this topping on spice 
cake, and often put sliced bananas on 
the cake before covering with topping. 

Broiled appetizers make a good be- 
ginning for any meal. Broiled fruits 
really perk up the appetite. Here's a 
recipe you'll enjoy trying. After you 
taste the delicious, tangy, flavor, you'll 
try many variations of your own 


Broiled Molasses-“rapefruit 


Cut the grapefruit into halves and 
remove the seeds. Cut out the core— 
easy if you snip out with the kitchen 
scissors. Cut around each segment 
close to the membrane, and drain off 
the excess juice. Spread two teaspoons 
of molasses on each half and sprinkle 
with cinnamon. Dot each half with 
butter and brown under the broiler— 
takes about 10 minutes when placed 
three inches from the heat. Serve im- 
mediately. 

Have you thought of using your 
broler to prepare a salad? Here is one 
broiled salad as a starter—which will 
add much zip to your menu 


Hot Peach Salad 


Fill peach halves with drained, 
crushed pineapple Spoon French 
dressing over the fruit. Broil about 10 
minutes, or until thoroughly heated. 
Serve at once on lettuce or other salad 
greens.

You could lose 


your legal rights by neglect 


[ee wife should know that a chattel 
mortgage, a seller's or vendor's 
lien, a crop lien, a lessor’s or land- 
lord’s lien usually exists when land 
is rented or machinery, equipment or 
goods are purchased on credit or 
money is borrowed. The merchant or 
money lender will insist upon some 
security or the law will give it to him. 
Of course, it is often necessary or 
desirable to use credit. Business is 
built that way. The danger is in owing 
too much at a time and in not plan- 
ning carefully to have enough to meet 
payments. Creditors are heavily pro- 
tected by the law. While the fear of 
debt should not be so great as to 
hamper proper growth of the business, 
care should also be taken not to risk 
too much. The wife, usually the 
member of the family who worries 
most about the safety and security 
of the group, can act as a balance 
wheel about this important matter if 
she informs herself and does not just 
go in for stupid nagging about it 
Sometimes legal rights may be lost 
simply by neglect. For example, the 
State might gain a servitude or ease- 
ment of passage across the farm by 
the owner's permitting the public to 
use a private road for a certain num- 
ber of years and allowing the state 
to keep this road up. Of course, the 
State, power of eminent domain, may 
expropriate or condemn or take the 
land for a roadway when it is needed 
for public use, but then the owner 
must be paid. The failure to stop 
public use may result in a gift, as the 
long silence under certain conditions 
will give consent under statutes or 
laws of some states. There is no in- 
tent here to fill the reader with doubts 
and fears but merely to try to draw 
attention to possibilities, so that spe- 
cific information can be secured. If 
one does not even know what to ask 
about, naturally, she cannot inform 
herself.—Harriet Daggett.

On New Mexico High Plains: 


a and Funds 
from Small Fishing Lakes 


By JESS F. BLAIR 


()s THE arid High Plains, it is not 
uncommon for a man to drive 200 
miles to the nearest fishing lake, only 
to find that it is too crowded or the 
fish are not biting. 

John Easley, of Lovington, New 
Mexico, had this happen so many 
times that he decided to build his 
own recreation spot right out on the 
barren prairie of Eastern New Mexico, 
where he owns a large farm. He had 
two small, dry lakes just east of 
town. He did a little dredging to 
deepen one of them, then filled it with 
water from a 1,000-gallon well and 
stocked it with fish. 

The project caught on so quickly 
that people who thronged the lake 
wouldn't let Easley stop with one lake 
Now, about five years later, he has 
two, one 12 acres and the other |! 
acres, amply stocked with fish. He 
also has all the recreational facilities 
usually found at summer resorts. 

The Easley Twin Lakes keeps both 
live and artificial bait, selis fishing 
tackle and various other items, and 
rents boats by the hour or day. There's 
a large swinging bridge over the water 
a concrete swimming pool, and a 
trailer camp which now houses nine- 
teen families. 

Preston Camp, manager of Twin 
Lakes, formerly was connected with 
the U. S. Fish and Wildlife Service 
He says that bass weighing seven 
pounds have been caught in the lakes 
and channel catfish weighing about 
the same are quite common. There 
also are crappie and bluegills. Twin 
Lakes has its own fish hatchery. The 
lakes are fertilized heavily, as Mr: 
Camp says fertilization alone will in- 
crease fish production by at least 100 
percent. When the fish population 
gets out of balance, the lakes are 
drained and restocked. 

Some regular customers come to 
the lakes from as far away as 100 
miles. Others passing along the high- 
way see the sign and stop to picnic 
or fish. The rates are $1 a day, $2.50 
a week, and $40 for the season. Dur- 
ing hunting season there is a limited 
amount of duck hunting at the lakes 

Mr. Camp says that a recreational 
area is not too difficult to develop 
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@ This swinging bridge «pans one of 
John Easley’s fishing lakes in eastern 
New Mexico. This and his other lake 
are stocked with bass, catfish, crappie, 
and bluegill. There are also recrea- 
tional facilities, including a swimming 
pool, at Twin Lakes—and a trailer 
camp for those who come to fish. Mr. 
Easley finds these two lakes a good 
source of income on his farm. 


He believes that many farmers living 
near population centers should investi- 
gate this type of farm income. It 
does not require a 1,000-gallon well. 
Many farms have creeks or draws or 
sloping hillsides where water can be 
impounded. Even a pond of an acre 
or two, with grass and trees and good 
fishing will attract plenty of city folks. 
Of course, facilities such as rest 
rooms, drinking fountains, benches, 
and tables have to be provided. 

In Mr. Camp's opinion, a good fish- 
ing or playground area might be more 
profitable than field crops to landown- 
ers in some areas.

Kentucky's answer to the problem of 
raising dairy calves 


By JESSE B. BROOKS 


Agricultural Engineer 
University of Kentucky 


E open end pen or tie stall is 
a step forward in the efficient 
handling of baby calves. Wheth- 
er you are raising two calves or 20, 
this simplified stall will cut down on 
labor requirements. The stalls are 
large enough to hold the calves from 
the. time they are removed from their 
dams until they are 4 months old. 
The great advantage in the use of 
the tie stalls is the ease of cleaning. 
There are no gates to open—just push 
the manure carrier or wheelbarrow 
behind the stall and pick out the drop- 
pings, leaving the dry straw for bed- 
ding. Less than a minute per stall is 
required for cleaning. A_ reduction 
in the amount of bedding used will 
be noted as the urine passes through 
the openings in the floor of the stall, 
leaving the straw dry. The pens are

A neck trap and chain serves as a 
means of fastening the calf. A swivel 
snap should be used on the chain to 
prevent twisting of the chain, which 
would reduce the calf's freedom of 


movement. 

Another advantage of the tie stall 
is the manner in which it may be 
used. One side of the stall is open, 


and by placing it against the wall of 
the barn a single stall is formed 
Other units added complete the series 
to the desired number of stalls. One, 
two, or 20 stalls may be in 
depending on the allotted space 

The feeding and watering areas are 
outside of the stall, making it more 
convenient for this chore

Oklahoma Farmers Build a 


Wheat 


ANUARY, 1950, was an important month for Okla- 

homa wheat growers. At that time the three leading 

farm organizations in the state, the certified wheat 
growers, the two grain-elevator associations, and the flour 
millers sponsored a program of increased research 

To provide funds, the growers make a voluntary con- 
tribution of one mill per bushel of wheat. This is collected 
at the elevators for the Oklahoma Wheat Research Founda- 
tion. The Union Equity Cooperative Exchange at Enid 
paid in a total of $29,200 for the 1952-53 fiscal year, and 
is the foundation's largest contributor. The Oklahoma 
Millers’ Association makes annual payments of from $3,000 
to $4,000, Many growers send their payments direct to 
K. E. Soder, secretary-treasurer of the foundation, at 312 
Hightower Building, Oklahoma City . 

Members of this foundation were able to persuade the 
officials of Oklahoma A&M College to build a modern wheat 
research laboratory, now in operation 

When the college ran out of funds for the project, the 
foundation made a grant of $4,000 to help furnish the 
building 

This year the foundation secured an appropriation of 
$50,000 from the Oklahoma Legislature, to be matched 
by $50,000 from the foundation, for a wheat research 
greenhouse. This greenhouse, with controlled temperature 
and humidity and sunlight, will double the amount of 
breeding and testing of wheat varieties which can be done. 

Wheat production in Oklahoma is big business. Average 
annual production is 70,810,000 bushels. At $2 a bushel, 
that means $141,620,000 from wheat each year. 

What the wheat industry leaders want now is a better 
variety in the shortest time possible, so this income can be 
increased. “We have a great respect for our breeders and

research workers,” says Dellis V. Nelson, president of the 
foundation and certified grower. “We're backing them with 
buildings and funds, and expect to benefit a thousandfold in 
a few short years.”

The program 
is more valuable because the company 
sends a forester, mechanical tree 
planter, and seedlings right to the 
tract which is to be planted 

Al Hallgren, Conservation forester 
with the Crossett Company, assisted 
by Grant County Agent Van Reech, 
helped club members in three Grant 
County communities to plant 15 acres 
of wasteland recently 

The first planting was at Prattsville 
where George Ritchey, 4-H Club boy, 
furnished five acres which were 
planted by the machine, drawn by a 
Crawler-type tractor. Sixty boys and 
girls watched the demonstration. The 
second planting was at Cane Creek, 
where J. F. Clark gave the 4-H Club 
there another five acres.

Diseases of Young Lambs 


Starvation—While starvation is not 
a disease by itself we do find that a 
great number of lambs die each year 
due to starvation. All sheep owners 
should be present when ewes lamb, 
or soon after, to be sure they nurse. 
Examine the udder to see if there is 
any mastitis present and also to see 
if the ewe is giving any milk. If the 
ewe is not giving milk, the lamb will 
die of starvation. Help the lamb nurse 
the first time. Be sure the lamb has 
the teat in its mouth and not a tag 
of wool, Each year I autopsy lambs 
that do not have any milk in their 
stomach but do have wool. The lamb 
may act like it is nursing and have 
the wool in its mouth rather than the 
teat. 

Weak Lambs—This condition isn't 
a disease either, but if lambs are born 
weak they require special treatment. 
The “old-time” treatment of a tea- 
spoon of whiskey is still very good to 
give the lamb strength enough to get 
up and nurse. The last few years 
sheep owners have been using dextrose 
for these weak lambs. The correct 
amount to give is five cc. subcutane- 
ously (with a needle and syringe and 
inject just under the skin), just in back 
of the front leg. The treatment may 
be repeated every three to five hours un- 
til the lamb is strong enough to nurse. 
One of the worst things you can do is 
to bring the lamb into a warm house, 
feed it, and then take it back to the 
cold barn. It is much better to keep 
the lamb in a warm place at the barn 
and not subject the lamb to extreme 
changes in temperature. 

Pneumonia—One of the first dis- 
eases that will strike lambs is pneu- 
monia. This type of pneumonia may 
develop so fast that the lamb will be 
dead before any symptoms are no- 
ticed. For this reason prevention is 
the key to profit. Keep the lambs in a 
warm place, be sure the ewe is giving 
enough milk and creep feed as soon 
as possible. Be on the lookout for 
signs of difficult breathing and call your 
veterinarian as soon as possible. 

Navel Infection — Navel infection 
takes the life of a great many lambs 
each year, but still most cases may be 
prevented. Have a clean place for the

Y APPLYING the right methods of breeding and 

management, Mr. and Mrs. James Steel, of Love 

County Oklahoma, have demonstrated that the farm 
laying flock can be just as good as the best commercial 
flocks. In the annual Oklahoma Egg Laying Contest, hens 
from their flock have placed high in competition with 
some of the nation’s top commercial laying flocks 

In the 1950-51 contest, their pen of 13 SC White 
Leghorns laid 3,550 eggs, placing second in the national 
contest of 50 pens, and first against 36 pens from Okla- 
homa, setting a new state record. 

The Steels’ 500 layers average about 85 percent produc- 
tion in the fall and 70 percent in the spring. Eggs average 
around 24 ounces per dozen. Hatchability was around 85 
percent last spring. They have no expensive buildings 
or equipment, and started with an ordinary farm flock. 

When the Steels moved to their farm in 1940, they 
had 50 hens of large English strain of White Leghorns. 
James Steel is a graduate of Oklahoma A&M College, 
and was interested in poultry while in college. In 1941 
he and his wife decided to build up a good laying flock 
on their farm. They bought a few roosters and con- 
tracted to sell eggs to a local hatchery. In 1946 they 
entered the Oklahoma Egg Laying Contest for the first 
time, placing eleventh. 

The Steels credit their success first of all to a continuing 
program of selection and culling. The only new blood 
added to their flock has been good roosters three times 
in the past ten years. They cull about 20 percent of the 
laying flock during the laying season, then sell all at the 
end of the first season. Their layers are hatched in 
February and start laying in July. This year they plan to 
keep 200 of the best young hens for another season, and 
add more of their offspring to the main laying flock

ewe to lamb and dip the navel cord 
in tincture of iodine as soon as the 
lamb is born. Get a wide mouth jar 
and fill it full of iodine. Leave the 
cord in the iodine for a minute or so. 
If you will do this you will save 
lambs that might have had navel in- 
fection and swollen joints. 

Pulpy Kidney Disease (Enterotoxe- 
mia or Over-eating Disease}—Most 
cases of pulpy kidney disease are 
found from February to June. They 
start to develop as soon as the lamb 
gets big enough to eat with the 
ewe. This disease is caused by a 
Clostridium organism and seems to be 
much worse when the lambs are on 
a high protein diet. There is generally 
very little you can do for treatment but 
the disease is easy to prevent by prop- 
er vaccination. Lambs should be vac- 
cinated with the Enterotoxemia anti- 
toxin when they are three to six weeks 
of age and at eight weeks of age with 
the Enterotoxemia bacterin. These two 
vaccinations will prevent pulpy kidney 
disease. 

Tetanus (Lockjaw)— This disease 
may be prevented by proper docking 
and castration. Keep the lambs out- 
of-doors after these operations, if pos- 
sible. If you have to keep the lambs 
in the barn be sure it is clean and 
bedded down with clean bedding. Do 
not turn lambs into a barn or pasture 
where you have had the disease before. 
Most cases develop within 10 days to 
two weeks after docking or castration. 
If you see a lamb getting stiff about 
this time, be sure to call your veteri- 
narian, as some of the lambs may be 
saved with tetanus antitoxin. 

Internal Parasites—The two groups 
of worms that cause most trouble in 
lambs are stomach worms and tape- 
worms. Lambs should be treated for 
stomach worms with phenothiazine 
when they reach the 40-pound size 
If you have had tapeworms on your 
farm in the past or you find flat seg- 
ments of worms in the droppings, you 
should use phenothiazine-lead arsenate 
mixture. The preferred method of 
worming sheep is to use the “liquid” 
form and the dose syringe. Be sure 
to use the short nozzle (three-to-four 
inch) and give it slowly

Wes you buy livestock, you don't 
order a “pig in a poke.” You 
learned better when you were a boy. 
You know how foolish it would be sim- 
ply to order a Hampshire hog, or a 
Duroc or Poland China, without know- 
ing something about the breeder, his 
strain of hogs and his reputation—or 
without seeing the animal you lay out 
cash for.

Calves kept in clean pastures away 
from the herd are less likely to have 
internal parasites. Frequent close ex- 
amination of each animal will give you 
the “tip off” on lice and other external 
parasites which can be exterminated 
rapidly with any of several modern in- 
secticides. Dehorning your calves is 
a simple operation if performed when 
the animals are about two weeks old. 
Caustic potash applied to the horn 
buttons will do the trick. Clip the hair 
around the button and apply some 
type of petroleum jelly to the outer 
edge of clipped area to prevent burn- 
ing of excessive tissue by the caustic 
material. Electrical dehorners work 
well, also. Hornless animals are less 
likely to injure themselves or other 
animals. Cuts and bruises inflicted by 
horns are an invitation to screw worms 
and infection. 

You can't depend on luck to pre- 
vent diseases. Vaccinate all dairy calves 
over six weeks of age for blackleg be- 
fore turning them on pasture. At four 
to eight months vaccinate them for 
brucellosis, Remember that one good 
replacement heifer is worth more than 
it costs to maintain a herd free from 
these diseases for a number of years. 
You can raise quality animals and im- 
prove your herd but you can't be sure 
you will keep them unless you protect 
them.

esrinatory (breathing organ) 
diseases cause millions of dollars 
loss to the poultry industry each year. 
All such losses can't be prevented, but 
with proper management practices 
much of this heavy loss can be 
avoided. 

The most troublesome diseases in 
this group include: Newcastle disease; 
infectious chick bronchitis; C. R. D. 
(Chronic Respiratory Disease); and a 
respiratory form of fowl cholera called 
“roup.” Larengotracheitis, although 
not so widely spread as the others, 
does cause. heavy losses where it oc- 
curs. Fowl pox or “sorehead” some- 
times affects the breathing organs, but 
is usually not classed as a respiratory 
disease 

Symptoms for all the major respira- 
tory diseases are so near alike that 
it’s difficult for the poultryman to 
make a diagnosis; therefore, it’s best 
to secure the services of a Veterina- 
rian. When birds sneeze, cough, and 
have throat rattling, cither bronchitis, 
Cc. R. D., or Newcastle may be indi- 
cated, since all of them have such 
symptoms. Both Newcastle and bron- 
chitis spread rapidly through the flock 
and run their course in 10 to 14 days 
On the other hand, C. R. D. spreads 
very slowly and lingers over a period 
of several weeks. Nervous symptoms 
may follow a Newcastle attack, so 
this helps in making a proper diag- 
nosis in outbreaks. Death losses fol- 
lowing C. R. D. are never high, while 
with bronchitis and Newcastle, losses 
may run from 20 to 70 percent, de- 
pending on the age of the birds when 
the outbreak occurs, the younger birds 
suffering the heaviest 
when it does occur, 


always losses. 
Larengotracheitis 
runs its course within a week's time, 
and death losses are usually heavy. 

A lot of drugs are used in respiratory 
but results are gen- 
erally unsatisfactory. C. R. D. seems 
to be an exception, since the use of 
certain drugs has proved of value in 
treating sick birds. The drug seems 
to have an inhibiting effect on the 
C, R. D. organism. 

The most usual way of spreading 
respiratory diseases is direct contact 
of sick with healthy birds. However,

The Respiratory Diseases of Poultry 


FARM AND RANCH

Newcastle and bronchitis are air-borne 
and may blow from house to house or 
farm to farm on dust particles. “Roup” 
spreads by contact only. Fowl pox 
may spread by contact or it may be 
carried from bird to bird by mos- 
quitoes. In the case of bronchitis, 
roup, and larengotracheitis it’s well to 
remember that recovererd birds con 
tinue as carriers and thus are danger- 
ous when placed with non-exposed 
stock. 

Live-virus vaccines need to be used 
in advance of an outbreak rather than 
after the disease occurs, if they're to 
be effective. Both live-virus and killed- 
virus vaccines are available for New- 
castle, and live-virus vaccines are avail- 
able for both fowl pox and for larengo- 
tracheitis. No vaccine has been pro- 
duced for C. R. D. or for “roup.” 

In case of a respiratory disease out- 
break, first take every precaution to 
keep the disease confined to the house 
where it first appears. Close the birds 
in the house. Assign one caretaker 
to them and jet no one else go near 
them. Give the flock good feed and 
care and keep them comfortable. Be 
sure they continue to eat. Second, get 
an accurate diagnosis of the disease by 
a reliable veterinarian, mainly to 
serve as a guide in dealing with future 
attacks. Third, as soon as the flock 
recovers and the birds are ready to 
market, sell the entire flock, clean the 
house and rest it at least two weeks 

What general control measures will 
help avoid future respiratory disease 
outbreaks? 

1. In securing replacement stock, 
purchase such stock as hatching eggs 
or as day-old chicks. 

2. Brood and rear all young stock 
apart from older birds. 

3. House pullets separately from 
old hens to avoid contact at any time 

4. If poultry is sent to a show or 
contest, send such birds to market 
rather than return them to the farm 
(Quarantine helps some but it's no 
guarantee that the birds will not be 
carriers and spreaders of disease.) 

5. In case of any respiratory out- 
break in your neighborhood, vaccinate 
all susceptible birds as soon as an ac- 
curate diagnosis has been made. 
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“Baby” Your Chicks 


Bary chicks soon grow up, but they 
still need to be “babied"—if you 
want to succeed with them. 

If you're really a good poultry 
raiser, you're interested in your chick- 
ens, even after they're no longer ba- 
bies. You're interested enough just 
to stand around in the chicken house 
and watch them. 

You'll notice whether your birds 
are comfortable, and whether they can 
get at their feed and water easily 
You'll see if they're wasting feed, by 
billing it out into the litter. You can't 
see these things if you just run in 
and out. 


Little Things Are Important 


To make money from poultry, you 
must always be watching the little 
things. You may have water piped 
into the chicken house, for example. 
You think the birds are always get- 
ting plenty of water—but maybe they 
aren't. You need to watch them to 
be sure. One successful poultryman 
says, “Watch to see whether they can 
get their wattles into the water when 
they drink. If they can't, they're not 
getting enough water to lay all the 
eggs they could lay.” 

Another poultry producer, a woman 
who has raised chickens for 15 years 
without having any serious trouble 
from disease, says that she raises her 
chickens the way she raised her 12 
children. “They need a lot of care,” 
she says. She believes that an ounce 
of prevention is worth a pound of 
cure. She says that plenty of clean 
drinking water is the first essential 
in disease prevention. 

Our modern equipment for raising 
chickens, and our drugs for treating 
diseases, are fine—if we don't depend 
on them too much. Ordinary cleanli- 
ness will often prevent disease in the 
the first place, and the drugs will 
never be needed. Cleaning up is worth 
the time it takes. 

Perhaps a “Stop! Look! Listen!” 
sign should be at the door of every 
chicken house. Stop! Look! and 
listen to your chickens.—f rank Priebe.

Cage 
Culling 
Is Kasy 


There are three important 
factors to consider before 


you cull 


) OU will lose money with laying 
hens in cages if you try to stay 
with any certain percentage of pro- 
duction before culling. There are 
three things to consider before you 
take a hen out of its cage,” says J. V 
Lindsey, county agent at Halletsville, 
Texas, who has been supervising the 
installation and operation of a large 
laying hen setup on the Leon Kaha- 
nek farm. 

“The price of eggs is the first con- 
sideration in culling,” Lindsey reveals 
“If eggs are selling at a high price, 
you can probably make money on 
hens at 50 percent production. On the 
other hand, if egg prices are low, you 
may have to cull everything below 
60 percent.” 

Lindsey is quick to point out that, 
secondly, the cost of feed must also 
be taken into consideration before re- 
moving the hen. The cost has an im- 
portant bearing on whether a hen is 
making a profit at SO or 70 percent 
production. Then the third considera- 
tion is whether replacements are 
ready. “If there are no replacements 
ready right at the time, it’s a good 
idea to keep the hens if they are mak- 
ing any money at all,” Lindsey sug- 
gests. 

Lindsey likes the cage method of 
keeping hens because it gives the 
operator an opportunity to see every 
bird every day. Hens that are break- 
ing down can be removed and sold 
while still in good condition. Hens 
that lay eggs containing blood spots 
and double yolk eggs can be removed 
immediately. 

To keep a steady supply of pullets 
ready for the cages, Kahanek orders 
500 chicks every eight weeks. On 
arrival the birds are put in the brood- 
er house. When they are 10 days old

they are vaccinated for Newcastle 
and bronchitis. They are put out on 
the range at four to six weeks. Then 
at 10 to 12 weeks, they are vaccinated 
again, this time for pox and again for 
Newcastle. They go into the laying 
house at 20 weeks of age. 


Cage Disadvantages 


While there are many positive ad- 
vantages in using the laying cage sys- 
tem, there are some important disad- 


vantages that should not be over- 
looked. “You will have to contend 
with small chicks,” cautioned Lind- 
sey. “There's not a time when you 
can close the brooder house for an- 
other year. You always have a large 
number of birds on the range. Then, 


there is the heavy initial investment 
which amounts to around $6 per hen.” 

Lindsey recommends keeping a rec- 
ord on the amount and cost of 
being consumed, a mortality record, 
and the egg production record. It is 
on this last that the success or failure 
of the business stands. 

“You've got to be ruthless in cull- 
ing hens in this kind of business,” 
Lindsey admitted. “You can’t afford 
to trifle on that point.”

OME coon hunters may consider 
the opossum a dud and a nuisance, 
but to thousands of others he's top- 
notch game. 

Southern ‘possum hunting is at its 
best during the fall of the year, from 
the time the season opens until cold 
weather sets in, but don’t pass up 
those warm winter nights and cold, 
cloudy winter days. 

Primarily, ‘possum hunting is a noc- 
turnal sport, although during recent 
years quite a bit of it has been done 
in the daytime during the dead of 
winter. The main thing in ‘possum 
hunting is a good ‘possum-treeing dog. 

A ‘possum dog may be anything 
from a farm shepherd or collie to a 
registered redbone coon hound. Com- 
mon community run curs make good 
ones, as do fox terriers and even bird 
dogs, but the very best ‘possum dogs 
seem to come from hound-cur crosses 
“Potlickers,” they are commonly 
culled, but the fact remains that these 
crossbred mongrels usually make good 
varmint dogs. 

Training a ‘possum dog is easy 
About all there is to it is getting hold 
of a live ‘possum, turning it loose in 
the woods, and letting the young dog 
trail it down. Then at the tree, hiss 
and encourage the dog to bark treed 
if it seems reluctant to do so on its 
own. Switch or otherwise get them 
out of the rabbit-chasing habit if they 
insist on indulging in this fault, and 
before you know it you'll have a good 
‘possum-treeing dog 

Besides a ‘possum dog, about all 
the equipment needed for ‘possum 
hunting is a burlap bag to carry the 
‘possum in, maybe a set of tree or 
pole climbers, and a good spotlight 

During the fall season, frosty moon- 
lit nights are the best for ‘possum 
hunting. After “Old Man Winter” 
takes over, however, wait for a warm, 
damp, drizzly night when it’s dark 
as ink if you want to hit the jackpot 
They'll all be out on the go on nights 
like this, and both hunters and dogs 
will have a barrel of fun. 

If you do not care for night hunting 
and you have a good ‘possum dog, 
you can catch them on a cloudy and

cold winter day The dog will tree 
them in brush piles, under old aban- 
doned farm buildings, in groundhog 
dens, tree cavities near the ground, 
in hollow logs and stumps, and where 
have you, and it is still a lot of fun 

For some reason, ‘possums prefer 
to snooze in tree cavity dens well 
above the ground during sunny days 
or when its raining or snowing 

No article on ‘possum hunting 
would be complete without at least 
one good recipe for cooking ‘possum 
Don't laugh, because plenty of folks 
consider a properly cooked ‘possum 
something super delicious, 

Take one large fat ‘possum, prefer 
ably a male, break his neck by plac 
ing an axe handle across it and stand- 
ing on the handle and pulling up by 
the tail of the ‘possum until his neck 
pops (this is the best and easiest way 
to kill them), and then scald said 
‘possum like you would a fat shoat 
at butchering time. Remove the en- 
trails, cut off the head and feet, wash 
clean, and place on house or shed roof 
on layer of newspapers on a bright 
frosty night 

Remove from house or shed roof 
early in the morning before frost 
starts to thaw, place carcass in a big 
roasting pan, and surround with yel 
low yams prepared for baking. Sprin- 
kle carcass lightly with salt and yams 
with sugar, and inside the 
place a couple of ripe apples prepared 
for baking and with a few spice cloves 
sticking in them. Drape carcass with 
several strips of breakfast bacon, place 
in moderate oven, and roast until well 
done. Baste lightly with light wine 
or apple juice during the roasting 
process a few times if desired, but 
this is not necessary. Serve while still 
warm with French bread, mint jelly, 
and plenty of hot black coffee. And 
that’s all you need, “Mister”—that's 
all you need

to the young chickens’ range, and last 
to the laying house, to avoid carrying 
infection from older to younger birds. 

Layers are fed a 23-percent protein 
mash which is mixed by the local mill, 
according to a formula worked out with 
the help from specialists at Oklahoma 
A&M. The hens also are fed whole- 
grain oats free choice and corn or a 
corn and grain sorghum mixture at 
night. Semi-solid buttermilk is fed as a 
supplement during hatching season. 
The Steels utilize their home-grown 
grains to the fullest extent, in order to 
hold down costs. Lights are used in the 
laying house at night and early in 
the morning during winter. 

Baby chicks are started on a stand- 
ard commercial starter mash. Young 
pullets are fed oats and other grains 
on the range. 

After producing eggs for a local 
hatchery for about ten years, the Steels 
decided they could make more money 
by hatching the eggs and selling chicks. 
Last spring they sold a total of 12,000 
chicks by the first of May. Mrs. Steel 
estimates that the eggs they hatched 
brought about $1.25 per dozen when 
the egg market was 40 cents a dozen. 

For the future, the Steels plan to 
increase their laying flock to about 800 
hens, all they can manage as a farm 
flock. 

They are modest about their success 
with poultry, giving a lot of the credit 
to H. G. Ware, extension poultryman, 
and Don Brooks, of the poultry de- 
partment of Oklahoma A&M. “What 
we have done with our chickens can 
be done on any farm, if there’s enough 
interest and effort,” declare the Steels.

Grains are found to provide profit- 
able feeding in the dry Southwest

HE volume of grain sorghums is 
expected to continue its recent in- 
crease. Millions of acres were 
planted in the 1952-53 crop seasons. 
Texas leads with 6.2 million acres, 
followed closely by Kansas and Ok- 
lahoma. As grain sorghums increase, 
feeders will learn more of their merits 
for all types of livestock and poultry. 

Today corn sells for more than sor- 
ghums. In most rations the feeding 
value of the two grains is equal or 
only slightly favoring corn, so there's 
no point in passing up high-quality 
grain sorghums for costlier corn. 

There has been a steady improve- 
ment in grain sorghums. Dozens of 
new varieties have been developed in 
recent years. Grain yields have been 
increased and stalk growth and uni- 
formity adjusted for ease of harvesting. 
Redbine, Plainsman, and Combine 
Kaffir are three of the important names 
in the grain sorghum family. 

In areas with ample rainfall, corn 
usually is more productive than sor- 
ghums. But ample rainfall means 35 
inches a year, with a good portion 
coming during the growing season. Be- 
cause much of the sorghum acreage 
in the Southwest gets less than 30 
inches of rainfall annually, grain sor-

ghums usually yield more than the best 
varieties of corn. 

In feeding tests using sorghums, 
broilers have done well. In recent 
trials, three-pound chickens were pro- 
duced in nine weeks when milo made 
up over half of the ration and com- 
prised three-fourths of the cereal 
grains in the diet. In studies with lay- 
ing hens, grain sorghums and corn 
mixed half and half gave as good re- 
sults as all corn, In other trials with 
hens, all corn was replaced by milo 
in one ration and by hegari in anoth- 
er, with no subsequent decline in egg 
production or in egg quality. Sorghum 
and corn gluten meals have been com- 
pared in feeding trials with growing 
chicks. When both were properly sup- 
plemented to insure a complete diet, 
results in growth, feed conversion, and 
quality of birds were identical. 


T THE Kansas Experiment Station 

sorghum-fed steers produced gains 
at lower cost and meat of equal quality 
to that of corn-fed steers. The sor 
ghums proved more palatable to steers, 
and as the grain was fed free choice, 
they ate more and gained faster 

In the station's tests of sorghums 
against corn in feeding hogs, sorghums 
were found to be worth from 95 to 
100 percent of the value of good 
quality corn. Texas, Oklahoma and 
other stations report similar experi- 
mental results where corn and grain 
sorghums were compared

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HE Republican honeymoon is over. The chips are 
down, There's rough sailing ahead. Will the Adminis- 

tration have what it takes to return this country to economic 

sanity—to efficient government—to just plain honesty? 

What worries a lot of the Republicans is not whether 
their program is right—-but whether they can put it over. 
Can they further reduce expenses enough to balance the 
budget or must they go ahead and raise the debt limit? The 
nation has been on a binge. Unless we're willing to take the 
cure, bankruptcy is inevitable. Will the nation’s voters in 
November decide the cure is worse than the disease, and 
elect a Democratic congress? 

What the Republican administration will do hinges—prob- 
ably more than on any other one factor—on whether the we- 
can-do-it-better-than-the-New-Deal wing led by Tom Dewey 
emerges stronger than the conservative faction, which for- 
merly looked to the late great Senator Taft. 

Eisenhower is a strong leader who doesn't push around 
easily by any group. He insists on all the facts and makes 
up his own mind, based on the best interests of all the 
people, not just special interest minority groups which were 
the strongholds of the New and Fair Deals. 

Eisenhower's major weaknesses are ignorance of govern- 
ment—and a passion for popularity. He's trying to please 
everybody, including his predecessors. Whereas Taft only 
wanted to be right, Eisenhower pines to be popular. He 
was nominated and elected not because of any philosophy, 
experience, or understanding of government but because of 
his popularity and his military glamor. He was nominated 
solely because he could win. He was elected because the 
people wanted a change. So far they haven't had much 
change. They've had mostly a modified New Deal—an 
honest Fair Deal. The Republican middle-of-the-road-ism 
has not restored conservative government and checked 
socialism, The Administration has made some economies at 
home, and has adopted most of the international policies of 
its predecessors. The Eisenhower team, with its Wilsons, 
Humphreys, and Bensons, is of far higher mental and 
moral character than we've been accustomed to for the 
past twenty years, 


PRIVATE enterprise now gets the doubt over government 
enterprise, and the liquidation of government-in-business has 
begun. Sale (to the highest bidder, not “give-away”) of 
government-owned industrial plants has started. They'll 
become, not fax-eaters but tax-payers, like you and me! 
Expansion of public power has stopped—and unless you 
want socialism—why shouldn't it? Wage—price—rent con- 
trols are gone—and we've finally made it clear to the 
Russians that any renewal of the Korean war will bring Jull- 
scale war including bombs—the approach MacArthur 
pleaded for and was fired for. 

Ike's strategy seems to be to give a little something to

everybody. He's outlined plans for bigger and better pen- 
sions, more jobless pay, a higher minimum wage (they're 
hitting at the South there), and a government-backed sick- 
ness and hospitalization insurance plan which out-New Deals 
anything the Democrats proposed in the socialized medicine 
field. Under the plan, the government would re-insure the 
private companies and groups against losses on their medical 
plans—the medical programs would have guaranteed profits 
and the government would have guaranteed losses. 

Sixty-six million Americans today are covered by old-age 
and survivors insurance. Over thirty-six million workers 
have unemployment insurance. Twenty million veterans and 
their dependents are eligible for benefits. And more millions 
are getting additional public assistance of various kinds. 


THE citizens of the U. S. have paid forty-one billion dollars 
more for social security than they've gotten back. What's 
happened to the rest of it? The government has spent it! 
How will the government pay its present commitments when 
we who have paid into social security for years become 
eligible for our rightful benefit? It'll just put on new and 
heavier taxes, and borrow more money and charge the bill 
to our grandchildren. 

What would the government do to a private insurance 
company which squandered the policyholders’ money and 
kept insufficient reserves to pay off? All the officials would 
be jailed, of course. And yet the Republicans plan more of 
the same—only they'll “do it better” than the Fair Dealers. 

We're all set to prime the pump again. Could be we 
could wear the pump out priming it! If recession appears 
to be at all serious, we're all set to spend our way back to 
prosperity. Starting in 1932 we primed and primed and 
pumped and pumped and pumped and levelled down the 
rich—and then the war brought “prosperity.” Maybe it was 
mostly a blood-and-graveyard prosperity, since recession 
reared its ugly head almost as soon as the Republicans substi- 
tuted hot peace for cold war in Korea. Balance the budget 
and reduce the debt? Of course we can't, if Eisenhower 
encourages organized labor to continue the upward spiral of 
wages and never-ending fringe benefits. Labor must be 
curbed—else the farmer must be subsidized more. The 
farmer deserves parity. We now have disparity due mostly 
to labor excesses which inflate the price of everything the 
farmer buys. 

Balance the budget? That's not the real question” The 
real question is whether the Republicans can balance the 
budget and get reelected! 

Sure, we'll have to raise it, unless the 
Administration has the courage to curb handouts and all 
unnecessary spending—at home and abroad.
